ABELARD AXD ELOSIA. 


Tar following particulars relating to those 
celebretec lovers, are from a late French 
Work, entitled “ Melanges d’Histoire et de 
Litterature.”* 


The common story of Abelard being em- 
ployed as a tutor to Eloisa, and his being 
punished as soon as her uncle knew of her 
dishonour, is exceedingly remote from. the 
‘ruth. It is well known that Abelard was a 
nerson of the very highest eminence in phi- 
tosophy and all the literature of his age ;— 
‘hat he became enamoured ef Eloisa, and 
‘empted the avarice of the Canon, Hubert, 
with whom she lived, by offering him a large 
hoard on c-ndition of his taking him into the 
house ;==that the Canon added to the bar- 

, ¥ain, the further obligation of instructing 
his niece ;—and that upon her proving with 
child, they both made their escape, she ly- 
ing in at his sister’s, and he soon after return- 
ing-—apparently without any loss of respect 
--to prosecute his studies, and continue 
his school of philosophy. 

Our author fixes the date of her delivery 
in the vear 1118, when she was eighteen, and 
he thirty-eight years old. He oon found 
means to appeuse Hubert, by promising 
marriage ; but Eloisa, (as we know from one 
of those exquisite letters which Pope ‘has 
imitated), in a fit of romantic attachment, 
refused to be any thing more (or less) than 
his mistress,— and would not listen to a

cipal occupation of his life. A secret mar- 
riage wasthenagreed upon, to satisfy the 
uncle, with whom she continued to reside ;

the benefit of Mrs. Wheatley, who appeared 
in the character of Peggy. : 


This play was borrowed by Garrick from 
the most licentious comedy in the English 
language; the Country Wife of Wycherly, 
in which there is to be found, (as the biog- 


‘rapher of Garrick has informed us) “a more 


genuine representation of the loose manners, 
obscene language, and dissolute practices of 
Charles the Second’s reign, than in any ogher 
play whatever. The comedy. notwithstand- 
ing, is.not deficient in wit, humour and char- 
acter. The decency of the French stage, 
and the profligacy of the English, may be 
marked out in this era ; for the Country Wife 
was taken from the L’Ecole des Femmes, 
of Moliere, a comedy written upon the. most 
simple plan, and worked up with wonderful 
skill by that excellent comedian. “A gredt 
part of the Country Girl, was entirely new 
written by Garrick, who preserved some of 
the most interesting scenes of the old play ; 
but he absolutely changed the plot, and new 
modelled the dialogue ; to the characters he 
also gave amore modern gloss. Notwith- 
standing he took infinite pains to adapt his 
play to the taste of bis times, he did not en- 
tirely please the palate of his audience. The 
last scene was an improvement on the orig-
